And Plea of "Not 
Guilty" Entered, Draw- 


ing of Jurors Began at Once. Pris- 


oner Appears Unconcerned 


Buffalo, N. T., Sept. 23—Leon Czol- 


gosz was today placed on trial in the 
Eria 
county supreme court for the 


shooting of President McKinley Sep- 
tember 6. 


Justice Triman C. White is the pre- 


siding judge. 


The prisoner was specifically charg- 


ed with murder. 


The trial began at 10 o'clock. 
Although only. 150 seats were avail- 


able for the public, 
many 
persons 


sought admission. Loiteeres were kep), 
moving by a large force of police on 
hand, so that at no time was thd 
crowd large. 


Cz'olgosz was brought to the court 


room from the jail through the tun- 
nel under the street by a squad o.f'' 
policemen He was handcuffed to an 
officer on each side, while in front 
and 
behind him walked other uni- 


formed poliecmen. 


The prisoner was attired in a new 


suit of dark grey, with a white shirt 
and collar and a light blue bow tie. 
His face was cleanly shaven and his, 
hair combed. 


He 
sat down behind his counsel, 


with an officer in plain clothing im- 
mediately in the rear. 


Loren L. Lewis 
and Robert Titus, 


the defendant's counsel, saw him, be- 
fore the opening of the court but he 
had no more to say to him than at 
previous meetings. He refused to aid 
them In the conduct of the defense. 
„ District Attorney Penney proceeded 
at once with the reading of the in- 
dictment. He spoke to Czolgosz In a 
low voice, in fact so low that the pris-. 
oner was asked to plead in reply he 
failed to show that the understood 
what had been said. 


Justice White asked: 
"What have you to say." 
There was moment's 
hesitation. 


Then 
his lips moved as If to make 


reply, but before he could d'o so his 
junior counsel, Mr. Lewis, 
arose tc 


speak not having, seen the prisoner 
motion. 


Justice White, however, insisted that 


Czolgoss should speak, as he showed 
an inclination to do so, and the pris- 
oner renlied: 


"I didn't hear what he say:" 
District Attorney Penney then read 


the indictment again in 
a 
louder 


voice and to the de'mand for a reoly 
the prisoner, who 
standing at the 


time, said in a very low voice. 


"Guilty." 
The plea was, however, 
not per- 


mitted to stand, under the law, and a 


plea of "not guilty" was at once or- 
dered by the court. 


Former Justice Titus, junior coun- 


sel for the defense, then arose and 
stated 'to the court the facts already 
known as to his connection with the 
case. 
He explained that the position 


of himself and his associates, 
Judge 


Lewis and Mr. Ladd, was a peculiai 
one, 
and consisted mainly in seeing 


that all all the forms of law and jus* 
tice were observed in the nrosecution. 


Justice White in reply paid a tribute 


to the counsel for the 
defense and 


said that the ^risoner could have no 
betted counsel, and that whatever the 
outcome It would reflect only credit 
and honor on themselves. 


The selection of a jury was at once 


begun. Up to noon when, court ad- 
journed till 2 o'clock this afternoon J 
jurors were accepted. They are: Fred- 
erick W. Lawer, plumber; Richard J. 
Garwood, street 
railway • foreman; 


Henry W. Wendt, manufacturer; Silas 
Carmer, farmer; James S. E&tygall, Jr. 
plumber; William L'oton, farmer; Wil- 
liam M. Everett, blacksmith; Ben- 
jamin .C Nalph, bank cashier. 


During the examination of prospec- 


tive jurors the prisoner sat upright in 
his chair and gazed straight ahtad 
at the backs of his counsel. Beyond 
a rapid Winking of the eyelide he ap- 
peared unconcerned 


James G. Milburn, at whose home 


the president died and seevral gov- 
ttfiimerst witnesses came into court 
just before It adjourned.

The 


Moment of Greatest Danger For the 


Texas. Sampson Not to Appear 


Washington, Sept. 
23—The Schley 


court of inquiry opened today's session 
at 11 o'clock. Among the witnesses on 
hand at the opening were Admiral 
Cotton, Commanders James Maddison, 
Miller, A. B. Bates and S. C. Heilner, 
Captains B. H. McCalla and William 
C. Wise and Lieutenants John Hood 
and Spencer Wood. 


It was authoritively stated today 


that the navy department has no in- 
tention of bringing Admiral Sampson 
here to participate in the inquiry as 
a witoess or otherwise. 


The first business today was the 


presentation of the deck log-books of 
the warships by Captain Lemly.

Dr. 


Hill was directed to make a chemical 
examination of the bullets and the 
chambers and barrel of the revolver, 
and Dr. Herman G. Matzinger, one of 
the surgeons, who performed the au- 
topsy upon the president's body, was 
ordered to make a bacteriological ex- 
amination. Dr. Hill reported to the dis- 
trict attorney that his work showed that 
no poison bad been used. He also pre- 
sented a written report, but it will not 
be used *n the trial, as that question 
is now eliminated from the case. 


Dr. Mateinger has finished his bacte- 


riological examination, and bis work 
also revealed the absence of any poison. 
'Authorities on this question state that 
the two examinations form a complete 
test and tbat the slightest trace of poison 
would bare be*n revealed. 


Dr. McDonald and Dr. Hurd, alienists 


for the defense, called upon District At- 
torney Penney shortly before 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and remained with 
him until 3:15, when they were escorted 
to'the jail by Detective Solomon. The 
insanity experts went into Czolgosz's 
cell in "murderers' row," and were 
locked up with him until 4:45 o'clock, 
.when they returned to the city ball and 
held another conference with the dis- 
trict attorney. Fifteen minutes later, 
iDr. Putnam, a local alienist, Appeared 
and joined the conference. 


Although great secrecy was main- 


tained at the district attorney's office, it 
was learned that Dr. Hamilton, one of 
the most noted alienists in the United 
States, and who was an expert witness 
at the trial of Gitean, is in Buffalo. Not 
a doubt as to Gzolgosz's sanity exists 
in the mind of District Attorney Penney, 
so that it is presumed that Dr. Hamilton 
Is merely to meet the question of 
insanity should the defense determine 
to make a fight on that ground. Al- 
though tbe.defensc declines to make any 
definite statement on the subject, pend- 
ing the final opinion of Dr. McDonald, 
it is the concensus of opinion among 
those interested 
in the case that no 


insanity plea will be interposed by 
Judges Lewis and Titus. The district 
attorney is already fortified with the 
opinions of Dr. Fowler, Dr. >utnam and 
Dr. Crego, alienists of some note, that 
Czolgosz is perfectly sane. 


The conference between the doctors, 


District Attorney Penney and Assistant 
Pistrict Attorney HaUer lasted until 
5:30 o'clock last night. 
At its close 


Dr. McDonald said: 
"I cannot say a 


word upon this subject until I have re- 
ported my definite conclusions to the 
counsel for the defense. 
I cannot tell 


Whether or not I will be a witness."

To Its Highest Point and Being Op- 


erated on More Elaborate Scale Than 
Ever—Recent Tragedy Has Caused 
» Great IIOBS to Buffaloalans 


Buffalo, Sept. 23.—This city is pulling 


itself together again after a fortnight 
of anxiety and sorrow such as it has 
never known. What was intended to 
be the gala period of its history was 
turned into unspeakable grief which has 
gone into every home with a force hard 
for any one not here to realize. 


Buffalo was full of personal loyalty and 


enthusiasm for President McKinley. It 
has been a centre of McKinley senti- 
ment all through' his public career and 
there was po city in the country where 
friendship and devotion for him waa 
more marked. Naturally, his tragic 
end, while its guest, depressed the city 
beyond expression. 


There ntver was a community more 


engrossed in a great undertaking than 
Buffalo was with the Pan-American 
exposition three weeks ago. Every 
man, woman and child in the city had a 
direct interest and pride in the under- 
taking. It seemed that everyone with 
whom a stranger spoke had in mind the 
large ideal of great good which tho 
demonstration of the wonderful re- 
eources and abilities of the Western 
hemisphere was to do for the country. 
Buffalo people seemed rather proud that 
the whole oxpense of the demonstration 
had fallen upon them and their fellow- 
citizens. They would call attention to 
the fact tbat all of the funds had been 
raised in Buffalo without the assistance 
from the nation, the state, or even the 
city corporation. 


When, in his memorable address, the 


president emphasized the Pan-American 
idea and made it pfirt of history, the 
people of Buffalo realized that their ef- 
forts were appreciated. They seemed 
contented and proud that, as individ- 
uals of one city, th^y had done the work 
which might well have been the nation's 
undertaking. The revulsion was terri- 
ble, and now that it is passed the ques- 
tion of what is to come is interesting. 


The public feeling is strong, and all 


one way. Everyone seems to realize 
that the stockholders of the exposition 
have me.t a great loss, probably of no 
less than $1,000,000. 
That prac- 


tically means the citizens, for abtrat 
every Buffaionian has stock in the ex- 
position according to his means. The 
dollars and cents seem pretty thorough- 
ly to be eliminated from the calculation 
now, but the work to be done and the 
end to be achieved seem foremost in 
every man's miad. They feel now that 
the exposition must be carried to a glori- 
ous finish as a labor of patriotism and of 
lov. President Milburn and Director 
General Buchanan were seen yesterday. 
President Milburn put this thought very 
etrongly. He said: 


"There must be no faltering in our ef- 


forts now, considering how much the 
success of the Pan-American exposition 
means in the development of closer po- 
litical and commercial relatone between 
the peoples of the Western hemisphere. 
That was a policy earnestly favored by 
President McKinley and which inter- 
ested him so deeply in the exposition 
from its first inception. It is a strange 
stroke of fate that the success of the ex- 
position should be threatened through 
this fearful tragedy. We should be 
lacking in loyalty to his memory of we 
did not bend all our energies to crown- 
ing the work which he had so cltfse t» 
his heart. 


"The position in which the tragedy 


found me gave me the opportunity to 
know what was in that great soul dur- 
ing the hours just before that execrable 
ehot. The president had taken the deep- 
est Interest in the exposition from the 
start. Its ideal and conception are in 
harmony with his wise and beneficent 
public policy. The.years that have been 
spent in the evolution and development 
of the idea of the essential interdepend- 
ence of the nations of the Western hemi- 
sphere, which we call the Pan-American 
idea, have their first full expression in 
this exposition. I know that had he 
been spared to conclude his visit he in- 
tended to commend the exposition in 
his powerful and convincing way to the 
support of the public. 


"There are six weeks more of the 


life of the exposition, and it is in the full 
bloom of its beauty and interest. Every 
feature of it has been developed to itfi 
highest point, and it is being operated 
on a more elaborate scale than ever. 
It is a national enterprise, and should 
be supported as such for the credit of 
our country as the leading nation of this' 
hemisphere. That support, I feel cer- 
tain, it will have in the fullest and over- 
flowing measure." 


Referring to President Milbarn's 


itatement, Director General Buchanan 
eaid tbat at no previous exposition had 
the countries of South and Central 
America taken as deeppersonalinterest 
in the success of an exposition as they 
had in this one; that this was especially 
trne of Chili, which had expended upon 
a building and an exhibit here ??>00,000, 
and equally so of Cuba, which for the 
first time in her history stood indepen- 
dent in a great exposition within a 
magnificent building of her own, filled 
with her natural resources and products.

Caught In Raid In Long Isl-

WAS A GENEEAL SCRAMBLE 


Bat Police Captain Kept an Eye on 


Anarchist Leader and Lauded Him 
—Bed Flag and a Number of Papers 
Were Seized 


New York, Sept, 23.—The ponce of 


New Town, borough of Queens, yester- 
day arrested Johanu Most, the anar- 
chist, on the charge of being a disorder- 
ly person. They suspected he was con- 
ducting an anarchist meeting in a sa- 
loon in Corona, L. I. 
They also ar- 


rested Christian Fricke, who is said to 
run the saloon, on the charge that he 
was. violating the liquor law and keep- 
ing a disorderly house. 


Most was arrested while haranguing a 


crowd of 300 people. 
There was a 


scramble for the door when the police 
appeared, tort the officers succeeded in 
capturing Most as well as several othei 
men, whom they aver were prominent 
in getting up the meeting. 


Back of the saloon is a large dance 


hall. 
This was the place of meeting. 


From outside, it was thought by the po- 
lice that the saloon was doing a rush- 
ing business, for the cash register bt-11 
could be heard by them constantly 
jingling. 
Oocasionally cheers would 


be heard coming from the hall. The 
fact that it might be an anarchist meet- 
ing was guessed at by Captain Hardy, 
end he determined on a raid. The raid 
ers were all in plain clothes, and entered 
the saloon without question. They were 
inside the dance hall before their pres 
ence was suspected. 
Most was on a 


Btand at the far end of the hall de- 
claiming loudly. 
The police did not 


Intend to act Immediately, but to wait 
and hear some of the proceedings. 
They were recognized, however, and a 
cry of warning was raised. 


The call caused many to make a 


break for the doors and windows, and 
there was a lively scene. Most became 
lost in the crowd. Captain Hardy kept 
his eye on the group of men into which 
Most had been seen to step. When th? 
police were close upon Most some of the 
group about the leader attempted active 
resistance, and in an instant the police 
had drawn their sticks. One or two of 
those about Most went down with blood 
flowing from scalp wounds, and othei a 
gave way so that Captain Hardy got a 
bold on Mast. 


Most and the other prisoners were led 


to the police station. District Attorney 
Alerrill was'" summoned, and he ques- 
tioned the prisoners in secret. He de- 
clined to say what1, if anything, he had 
learned from them. 


The police seized a lot of papers and a 


red flag, which was displayed in the 
room.

.ng force to his words when he says 
'-hat he shall be the president of the 
whole people. His latest utterance in 
his connection is 
primarily a sec- 


.ional utterance, in response to an ex- 
.wesslon 
of good wishes from Con- 


{ressman Livingstone of Georgia,'who 
:alled at tbe White house Saturday, 
)ut it includes much more than that. 
.Cxclalming a reply to Mr. Living- 
tone, President Roosevelt said: 


1 "My dear man. 1 will have no use 
or dividing lines or sectionalism in 
hi* 
country during; my administra- 


ted* and I am sincerely grateful to> 


regret on the part of the nation, and 
only for some good reason. 


But the good reason has been pre- 


sented. Of the three presidents who 
have been assassinatd, only 'one has 
been killed while shaking hands, it is 
true, but one was shot while mingling 
with the people of a public room in a 
railway station, 
and the other was 


shot while practically unguarded in a 
theater, and the opportunity was of- 
fered purely as a result of this lack of 
guard. The 
question as to paying 


more attention to the guarding of the 
president 
is pretty well outlined by 


recent tragic events. 
The 
problem 


now is to harmonize the1 proper pre- 
cautions for the safety of the pres- 
ident, without regard to the personal 
tastes of him as a man, with the nat- 
ural American feeling that the pres- 
ident as one of the people should not 
be surrounded with the attendants of 
a monarchy. 


President 
Roosevelt's attitude 
in 


the matter has been shown already; 
was shown, in fact, from the moment 
that he assumed the office. 
But it 


is not Mr. Roosevelt, but the presi- 
dent, that the question concerns, and 
as a man he might perhaps show as 
much courage in consenting to the in- 
auguration 
of a custom which good 


sense dictates in the face of popular 
tradition, as in refusing to allow ex- 
perience to teach wisdom. 


Shaking hands is one phase of this 


question that is most under discussion. 
With few exceptions, of which the first 
president was a 
notable 
example, 


handshaking with one and all has been 
characteristic of the administrations. 
But the rapid growth of the number 
who go to Washington with the ex- 
pectation of seeing the president and 
shaking hands with him, 
has of late 


years introduced a new element other 
than 
that of personal safety 
which 


has demanded attention. The physical 
strain of handshaking is more than 
those imagine to whom it is merely 
an incident of 
meeting 
individual 


friends. When this point is consid- 
ered, handshaking for the president is 
reduced almost to an absurdityt 


In fact, the American indulgence in 


this custom is throughout the w'orld a 
matter of comment. Just why 
we 


shake 
hands anyway is probably as 


little known as any of the many minor 
customs which are given little thought. 
One writer on topics of this sort says 
of it: 


"How did the people first get into 


the habit of shaking hands? The ans- 
wer is not far to seek. In early or 
barbarous times, when every savage 
or semi-savage was his own lawgiver, 
judge, soldier and policeman, and had 
to watch over his own safety in de- 
fault 'of all other 
protection, 
two 


friends or acquaintances, when they 
chanced to meet, 
offered each to the 


other the right hand—the hand alike 
that wields the sword, the dagger, the 
club, the tomahawk or other weapon 
of war. Each did thus show that the 
hand was empty, and that neither war 
rior treachery was intended." 


Not 
particularly flattering to the 


sense of friendship expressed by a 
handshake, certainly. The fact tha< 
we have so nearly forgotten its origin 
is, the comforting one, illustrating 
in a small way the development of 
mutual 
confidence 
between 
men 


through civilization. 


But in view 'of this origin, when an 


assault like that at Buffalo shows that 
even shaking hands according to the 
first idea of it does not insure safety, 
perhaps it is just as well that presi- 
dential .handshaking should be one of 
the things to go.

A non-support case was the only 


new feature in the police court this 
morning. Harper Graham was the 
prisoner, and after hearing the testi- 
mony Ot chief Dinneen and City Al- 
moner Ingraham on the case. Judge 
Phelps decided that the man was a fit 
subject for the house of correction, 
and sentenced him to six months in 
that institution. Graham immediately 
took an appeal, and was placed under 
$200 bonds to appear before the su- 
perior court. 


Mr. Ingraham related the circum- 


stances of the case. He said, "I am 
sorry to have to make «.hese facts pub- 
lic, but I have no further hope that 
Mr. Graham will do better by his fam- 
ily. 
He makes promises, but that is 


about all he does do. 


"The case came to my attention 


some time ago, and the city has al- 
ready spent in the nei-hborhood of 
J100 on it. Graham himself has done 
little or nothing towards the support 
of his wife and four little children. In 
fact, his wife has been doing what she 
can to support the whole family lately. 
She is working' in a mill now, and for 
that reason cO'Uld not appeaiwu court 
this morning. The superintendent told 
her not long ago. that if she continued 
to support her husband he would dis- 
charge her. 


"Graham spends what money he can 


get hold of in drink. Why, when one 
of his little girls was dying he sold 
some chickens he had, wept out and 
was brought home in the evening by 
three men dead "drunk. 


"The neighbors have done a good 


deal to help the family, but they have 
become disgusted with Graham's ac- 
tions. Even his own father has re- 
fused to have anything more to do 
with him. 


"if he would go away I think his 


wife could manage to get along. She 
is perfectly willing to nave him go." 


Graham already has a court record, 


having 
been 
arrested 
twice 
for 


drunkenness once serving 60 days in 
the house of correction.

When he went to Washington, Con- 
gressman Lawrence did not expect to 
go to Canton, but on arriving at the 
capital he learned that there were to 
be two trains to the home of the late 
president, one ^specially for members 
of congress, so he decided to go, and 
the people of the district, recognizing 
the deep interest of the late president 
in this region, will be glad to 'know 
that the district's congressman was 
present at the funeral services both in 
Washington and in Canton. 


• Congressman Lawrence said this af- 
ternoon in speaking of the funeral that 
the services in Canton were especially 
•impressive, and that the feeling of 
sorrow among the members of con- 
gress at Washington was deep and 
sincere . 


Congressman Lawrence was asked 


what was the feeling among the mem- 
bers of congress whom he met in re- 
gard to possible legislation on the 
question of guarding the president's 
life and the suppression of anarchy. 
He said that this would undoubtedly 
be practically the first matter to be 
taken up at the December term of 
congress, and that there was great in- 
terest in the matter among those 
whom he met. 


He had a talk with the chairman 


of the judiciary committee who spoke 
of the work that the committee would 
begin -at once on the matter.] This 
committee, with that on immigration, 
will be the ones to handle the various 
propositions that will be made. 


Action will probably be along two 


lines, 
said Congressman Lawrence. 


First will come the matter of the pro- 
tection of the.. life of the president, 
with the lives of tho'se in succession. 
He thought that an amendment would 
be introduced and be passed with 
practically no opposition, making it a 
capital offense to attempt the life of 
the president, vice-president, or any 
member of the cabinet. 


When this is done, action will be 


considered in connection with the re- 
striction of anarchy in the country. 
This must be done, he said, almost 
wholly through the department of im- 
migration, as was recently outlined 
editorially in the Transcript. 


The discussion will be along the line 


of requiring certificates of character 
from immigrants, to be approved by 
the United States 
consuls in the 


countries from which the immigrants 
come. 


The whole matter, said Congressman 


Lawrence, will be one of the most im- 
portant to come up during the early 
part of the session, and will attract 
the attention of the entire nation as 
well as of the world. 


Congressman Lawrence feels deeply 


the need of some such action, and will 
in all probability take a part in the 
discussions in congress.

Hudson General Bartlett ordered his 
men to Me close to the ground to es- 
cape the flying bullets, he himself, rode 
a horse and showed not the least con- 
cern in his dangerous position. In the 
charge on Port Hudson, the same cour- 
fege was displayed, and not until he 
had been twice wounded did he leave 
the battlefield. 


Such courage as this, Dr. Sawyer 


said, was not animal courage, 
but 


moral. Bafore General Bartlett en- 
tered battle he had serious apprehen- 
sion of the danger and peril he was to 
face and he never expected to escape 
death or injury. This courage was 
not confined 
to his military career 


alone, but was shown during the re- 
mainder of his life, which was one ot 
great physical 
suffering.

•worry, but in spite of all these Tie 
remained true in his faith in God.

A good sized volame might be filled 


with the Eiauy little incidents, humor- 
ous, pathetic and otherwise, marking 
President tic^lnley's career as hoy, 
lawyer, soldier and statesman that 
have found their way into print. 


Some of the most intcivsting remi- 


niscences of his earlier days were re- 
lated, ^says the Boston Globe, l»y his 
beloved mother a few years before her 
death, and from those it would appear 
that the future president was a lively 
and affectionate youngster of the "mid- 
dling good" description. 


"Mother" McKinley said that Wil- 


liam was a great hand for marbles, 
and he was very fond of his bow and 
arrow. He got so that he was a very 
good shot with an arrow. The thing he 
loved best of all was a kite. "It seems 
to me," said Mrs. McKinley, "I never 
went Into the kitchen without seeing a 
paste pot or a ball of string waiting to 
be made into a'kite. He never cared 
much for pets. I don't believe he ever 
had one. We didn't own a horse, so he 
never rode or drove. He was always 
teasing to go barefooted the minute 
the snow was off the ground. When 
summer came, ae always had a stone 
bruise or a stubbed toe, and he was as 
proud as a king to show all the other 
boys how he stubbed or bruised his 
foot. Although William had no taste 
for fishing and rarely if ever attempted 
the sport, he was very fond of swim- 
ming." 


In pursuance of her plan of making 


her boys useful, Mrs. McKinley re- 
quired them to divide the labors of the 
house. They burned wood and lots of 
It, and it had to be sawed and split. It 
came In lengths four feet long, and 
William and Abner, being of about the 
same age, had1* to -prepare it for use. 
Mrs. McKinley remembers that Wil- 
liam was a. steady chopper, muscular 
and willing, but Abner usually had the 
bigger pile to bis credit 
However, 


Abner got other boys to help him, while 
he directed their work. William, on 
the contrary, always sawed his own 
wood. The boys had the garden to hoe, 
chickens to-feed and errands to run. 


Mr. McKinley's conversion In the 


Methodist churcn at Poland, O., Is 
thus related by his old pastor, Rev. 
Dr. Silas C, Swallow: 


"Young McKinley's admission to the 


church made such a vivid Impression 
on my mind that I will never forget it. 
He had been a frequent attendant at 
the Sunday services and was an ear- 
nest listener. On the evening McKinley 
'got up' I had been exhorting all my 
hearers to repent deeply of their sins 
and seek salvation of their souls. 


"After the preaching we had a 


prayer meeting, and young McKinley 
arose In his seat He was about four- 
teen years old at the time, and a more 
dramatic figure of an earnest boy I 
never saw. Standing erect, with bowed 
head, but looking every one full in, the 
face, he said: 'I am determined to 
be a Christian. I believe that God is 
the greatest ami best being of the uni- 
verse, and I am determined to love and 
serve him. I believe religion is the 
best thing in all the world, and I am 
going to seek it with all my heart until 
I find it' 


"There was nothing affected In the 


boy's manner, but his quiet, earnest 
way attracted the attention of every- 
body in the church. The boy at that 
time was a student at the Poland in- 
stitute, and the stand he took for re- 
ligion had a great amount of influence 
with'the younger people."

nary to the first operation and jtist as 
he was sinking into unconsciousness, 
we saw his lips move. Bending over 
the prostrate form, that we might catch 
what, alas, might prove to be his last 
words, we heard, faintly, but distinct- 
ly, a part of the Lord's Prayer. 'Thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done,' were 
the last words of President McKinley 
as he passed into that vale from which, 
as none knew better than he, he might 
never emerge." 


Whenever he could the president has 


cracked a joke in his sickroom. The 
other morning Miss Mohn, one of the 
nurses, counted the president's pulse. 
First gazing at the watch in her hand 
and then looking up, at her quizzically, 
the president said: 


"Once I had a watch, too—yes, even 


a pocketbook. I saw them taking my 
watch and my pocketbook, and now I 
have nothing whatever."

NEW SUBMAFUNg BOAT. 


Details of ft Vessel Being Construct- 


ed by Russian Engineers. 


The submarine boat which is being 


constructed on the plans of Engineer 
Kutelnikoff and Lieutenant Kolbasieff 
differs from all existing types, says a 
St. Petersburg dispatch to the LOE^OE 
Express. It consists of nine sections, 
which are joined by oolts and ,'uc 
capable of bein? taLxn to pieces. The 
length is fifty feet, the breadth four 
feet, and the bout will have a displace- 
ment of twenty tons. 


The three ro&ddls sections will con- 


tain the mach,hiery. There will be six 
screws actuated by electricity, and ac- 
cumulators oc the Bari system will be 
placed in the three sections fore and 
aft. These same sections will be capa- 
ble of being fllled^with water for the 
purpose of sinking the boat The first 
and ninth sections will have fixed 
winglike appendages to give direction 
to the boat 


The armament will consist of two 


torpedoes placed fore and aft for the 
length of three sections. The torpedor F 
will also be controllable from the boat. 
All the sections are now finished. 
Three have been launched and under 
high pressure tests have given excel- 
lent results. 


The boat will be completed and the 


trials made by the end of the autumn. 
The boat when inclined to the extent 
of 90 degrees immediately rights iself.

President McKinley's Visil* to Adams 


Feelingly Touched Upon. Over, 


fiow Meeting In the Congre- 


gation House Addressed 


by Revs. Mclaughlin 


and Donnelly 


A largely attended memorial service' 


was held at the Congregafional church 
in Adams last night. 
The church 


could not accommodate all who de- 
sired to attend and an overflow meet- 
Ing was held in the 
Congregation 


house adjoining. 
The church was 


draped in blaol-% with the national col- 
ors back of the pulpit, and autumn 
leaves and flowers were used with 
go'od effect. Front seats were reserv- 
ed for Company M, David C. Fergu- 
son garrison, George F. Sayles post, 
G. A. H., and 
the Woman's Relief 


'corps, who attended In a body. 


The service opened at 7 o'clock with 


an organ prelude, Beethoven's "Lar- 
ghetto," by David Roberts. "Lead, 
Kindly Light" was sung by the chorus 
choir and congregation, and the in- 
vocation was by Rev. Dr. 
Zahner, 


closing with the Lord's prayer, 
in 


which the congregation joined while 
standing. 
An anthem by the choir 


was followed by scripture reading by 
Dr. Za-imer, and then "Nearer, My 
God, t0 Thee" was effectively sung by 
a quartet composed of Messrs. Carne, 
Plunkett, 
Go'odnow 
and 
Meekins. 


Prayer was offered by Rev. O. I. Dar- 
ling, a contralto solo, "I shall see 
Him face to face," was sung by Mrs. 
George Mackerracher, and then 
the 


speaker of the evening, General Cur- 
tis Guild, Jr., of Boston, was intro- 
duced by Dr. Zahner. 


General Guild, who was an intimate 


personal friend of President McKin- 
ley, paid a fitting tribute to his life 
and character speaking feelingly of 
his visits to Adams and his friendly 
mingling with the people there, and 
of the deep personal loss the people 
of the town sustanied by his death. 
As to the lesson the public should 
draw from the sad occurrence, the 
speaker said: 


The lesson of moderation 
in 
the 


criticism of public men has already 
been preached. Many assailed McKin- 
ley with brutal epithet and mean in- 
sinuation. He assailed none. He suf- 
fered and was still. The thought that 
we may best take away from this new 
made grave transcends, it seems to me 
even fhe warming against 
personal 


abuse and the too c'ommon disrespect 
of the high office of president. The fats 
of a nation rests less upon its laws 
than upon its character. Men canot be 
made steadfast or moral or catriotic 
by any system of laws that can be ide- 


! vised and a nation is but an aggrega- 
{ tion of men. Laws are the walls of 


the nation but men are its founda- 
tion, 
No defect in law has caused 


the rise 'of that noxious 
journalism 


that for years has encouraged assassin 
ation and drugged to madness those 
poor souls, who with a frequency that 
makes one shudder, have openly ex- 
ulted in the horror. No country can bo 
free 
without a free press and free 


speech. The debauch of public opinion 
has been sp-ead for the thoughtless, 
not 
by defective legislation, but pri- 


marily by the folly of 'one weak and 
indulgent American mother and the 
degradation of one vicious American 
son. 


Thr'ough three years of storm and 


trial the honor of the United States 
has passed unscathed. The fire of war 
has passed by the counting house and 
the cottage. The credit of the coun- 
Irjf !has stood secure agtaint every 
shock. Tf every mo'oted question has 
not been met as every citizen woulo 
have it met, it has yet been settled 
soberly and with considpration by a 
sincere and pariotic devotion. No leg- 
islation could have secured such a re- 
sult. No laws created the serene self- 
reistrairvt, the steady calmness thai 
through the tossing tempest of nation- 
al trial has neld the country firmly to 
its course. These sprang not from laws 
but from the character of one man 
whom 
God in his infinite mercy sent 


to us as president of the United States. 
The pure flame of a single deVotion 
kindled upon his 
own 
hearthstone 


burned as a beacon light upon the 
altar of his country. 
The faithful 


husband was the faithful president. 
No law has ever entirely prevented 
can ever entirely prevent, a crime tha' 
may destroy a nation. 
There is in 


the will that shapes the life of every 
man the power that may preserve it. 


At the close of the address, which 


was heard with exceptional interest, 
"America," Mas sung by the choir and 
congregation the benediction 'being 
pronounced by Rev. O. I. Darling and 
a funeral march was played by the or- 
ganist as the audience left the church. 


Tli« Overflow meeting; 


The overflow meeting in the Congre- 


gation house was conducted by the 
Catholic clergy of Adams and was a 
fitting testimonial to the democratic 
spirit of the citizens and general sym- 
pathy prevalent among the people 
where the martyred president was 
known and loved by all as a dear 
friend. 


The auditorium was fittingly draped 


for the occasion. The stage was drap- 
ed with black and White bunting- and 
the picture 
of President McKinley, 


beautifully draped, rested on an easel. 
Evergreens and cut flowers were also 
a part of the interior's dressing. Seat- 
ed on the stage were Revs. T. H. Mc-

The seeds of anarchy have been 
sown in our midst and no amount of 
denunciation from the press or pulpit 
will cause them to wither away. Are 
we harboring discontents whose mur- 
derous shafts are directed against the 
highest game? 
Have they a griev- 


ance? 
If so, why? Here under the 


guise of free speech and liberty they 
piopogate their nefarious doctrines. 
The law of self-preservation is needed 
for the nation as well as individuals. 
If the arra of the American people has 
been nerved by this dastardly crime, 
to drive the nefarious propaganda "of 
anaichy from our midst, then Presi- 
dent McKinley will not have died in 
vain." 


Glowing tribute was given to reasons 


why the president was so well be- 
loved by the people and in his eulogy 
the speaker said: 


"Fain would I linger with loving 


tenderness on the principal events of 
that well-spent life. Fain would I 
dwell upon the many noble character- 
istics of our dear departed president. 
Fain woulcl I recall the many qualities 
that combined to make his career so 
eminently successful. 


But these are all engraved in in- 


delible characters in the hearts of his 
countrymen. He has given us all to 
understand that constant fidelity and 
perseverance, succeed in life. He has 
by ascending from the humble walks 
of life to the highest plnade of glory, 
the presidential chair, demonstrated 
that the young man of fidelity and tact 
is king here in these United States. 


His phenomenal success should be an 


inspiration to every American youth. 


His fidelity to his invalid wife an 


ideal for every true American hus- 
band. 
And his childlike submission to God's 
holy will, an heirloom to every Chris- 
tian in our land." 


Concerning the president's end, the 


speaker told how like the Divine Mas 
ter the noble man forgave his asass- 
in and said "Let not harm come to 
him." 
Fr. McLaughlin said: "From 


that deathbed as from a pulpit, he 
made a profession of faith in an all- 
ruling providence to whom all presi- 
dents and people must one day give 
an-account of their stewardship, also 
an account of Christian resignation to 
God's holy will. 


And then like a kind-hearted father 


knowing that we were all solicitous 
for him, he turns to those about him 
and through thrm to the American 
people, "Cocvl bye, nil, good bye." 


"Good 
bye, dear president, the 


American people wish you an affec- j 
tionate god bye." 
,

THE BIBLE HIS THEME 


TheWheel-Chair Evangelist 


Begins Active Campaign 


at Baptist Church 


THREE SERVICES YESTERDAY 


interesting Talk on the Bible and Its 


Origin. 
Special Meetings Held 


Every Day, Much Interest 


Already Aroused 


The season of special evangelistic 


services to be conducted in this city 
by the wheel chair evangelist, Rev. 
Dr. Daniel Shepardson, assisted 
by 


Mrs. 
Shepardson, opened yesterday 


morning in the Baptist church, and the 
interest sho>« n in the day's meetings 
promised well for the further outcome 
of the work. Both morning: and eve- 
ning services, and the first 'bible lec- 
ture in the afternoon were attended 
by large congregations. The meetings 
are 
undenominational and the ser- 


mons are based on broad evangelical 
truth. Dr. Shepardson has unusual 
qualifications for the work he is en- 
gaged fn and many 
good 
results 


should come from the earnest and in- 
structive meetings that will be held 
in the coming weeks. 


Dr. Shepardson's 
sermon in 
the 


morning yesterday was on "The Bible 
—the book of God" ,and was a con- 
sideration of God's revelation as a 
divine fact from a divine point of 
view just as the address in the after- 
noon on "The Bible: Whence and what" 
was from the human view point. The 
texts were from Isaiah's words; "The 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth; 
but the word of God shall stand for- 
ever" and from the words of Jesus to 
his disciples In the gospel of St. Mat- 
thew; "Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away." Dr. Shepardson spoke of the 
disturbance of the faith of some peo- 
ple on account 
of 
the 
attacks of 


critics and said that no criticism as 
to how God gave the book should de- 
tract from the people's faith, the sim- 
ple realism of the Book's having been 
given being enough and then went on 
to tell why we may believe the book 
to be from God. 


In the first place the uniformity of 


the books which were written by many 
different writers in various countries 
and ages in diverse languages and in 
distinctly individual literary forms, 
treating of different themes, all going 
to make an unique book, proves a 
guidance by some master planner who 
is God, 


The universal adaptation 
of 
the 


Bible to human needs is a character- 
istic which is many times illustrated 
in the impressions of its fitness which 
it has made on all classes of people in 
.all kinds of situations. It is a living 
book, and as one has said it is "God's 
book because it is man's book." 


The permanence of the bible surviv- 


ing the opposition of foes and the 
abuse of friends, living through every 
trial of misinterpretation and mis- 
aplication of its teachings, proves that 
it is fitted to survive because it has in 
it the power of the living God. 


The positive influence and present 


power of the book give evidence to its 
origin from God. The literature of 
life is indebted to this book. The old- 
est book in the world it is yet the 
freshest, and the man or woman who 
says it is out-of-date is dishonest or 
ignorant or both. 
The personal ex- 


perience of many gives testimony to 
the power of the Bible, for as 
life 


means more than learning it gives 
the highest conceptions of life and the 
abiMty to realize them. It is for us to 
study, preach and live it. 


In the afternoon 
Dr. 
Shepardson 


talked in the chapel on "The Bible; 
whence and what" and traced the has- 
tory of its formation and growth. He 
said that the Bible is both human and 
divine, natural and supernatural, just 
as Christ is both God and man, natural 
and supernatural. The Bible tells us 
that it is a revelation from God to man 
through men, Dr. Shepardson told how 
the Old Testament grew from a library 
or "Law" of old writers increased by 
a second collection of writings known 
as the "Prophets" and the gradual ad- 
ditions "of the Proverbs 
and 
other 


books until we have the complete Old 
Testament. The New Testament's for- 
mation was very interestingly des- 
cribed in a way that showed the 
speaker's mastery of his subject. In 
answer to the question of what is the 
Bible, Dr. Shepardson said it is a 
reliable record of the facts of redemp- 
tion. Study of the Bible is needed to 
interpret its teachings from the terms 
of the times it was written in into lan- 
guage we can understand. 


In the evening Dr. Shepardson's 


theme was "Change your mind." First 
ly the thought of God as an ogre or 
one who has no part in our lives should 
be put away as there is no such uplift- 
ing thought as the right conception of 
Him as our best friend. 


We should learn that though having 


much •« ith the brute, we, being- related 
to God, have spiritual natures, and a 
"nigh opinion of man as well as God 
leads to manhood. Sin is a great 
error toward which we must change 
our attitude; sin can stand only for 
disappointments and 
broken hopes 


and Jives. 


The true idea of righteousness should 


not be that narrow lives are Christian, 
but that the fullest lives, taking de- 
light in every good thing, are the 
true expressions of the best in men. 


The conception of Christ as God's 


messenger is necessary, and when the 
change cf mind comes in regard to 
God, 
self, sin, righteousness and Jesus 


Christ, there comes a change of action 
when one realizes his sin and turns 
from it. In closing Dr. Shepardson in 
referring to the universal turning to 
God on the death of President Me- 
Kinley and the learning that it is the 
best thing on earth to live right lives 
pointed out that God has been saying 
always "change your mind." 


An after meeting was held in the 


chapel at the close of the service and 
a large number attended this. 


This afternoon a lecture was given 


upon the introduction to the epistle to 
the Hebrews and a sermon will be 
given this evening. All the meeting?: 
aro begun and ended promptly m the 
lime specified, although it is not meant 
that their spiritual influence is limited 
ind a'l who wish to meet Dr. Shepard- 
.ion have opportunities to do so. 


Thore will be a lecture on the epistle 


to the Hebrews every afternoon at 3 
•/clock and gospel service with sermon 
by Dr .Shepardson every evening at 
7.30 o'clock.
